THE DEFENSE. 


W. More Young on the Wit 
ness Stand.

Yesterday was an interesting day in 
the More Young trial in the United 
States District Court, owing to the fact 
that the defendant occupied the witness- 
stand throughout the day. 
The interest 
in the proceedings has in no wise abated, 
and there was the asnal sprinkling of 
spectators when, at 10:30 o'clock, Judge 
Ross took his seat on the bench, and the 
Depnty-Marshal, tapping bis gavel on 
the desk before him , announced the 
opening of the legal day. 
"M y first witnesá,” said Attorney 
Grady, who appears for the defense, "is 
Mr. W. More Young,” and every eye 
tam ed in the direction of the witness chair 
as the defendant took his seat. 
He is a 
young man, being apparently not more 
than 28 or 30 years of age and denoting 
his British nationality in both dem ean­ 
our and attire. At first a little nervous, 
he recovered his nonchalance as the 
questioning went along and gave his 
answers very em phatically in reply to 
the interrogations by his attorney. 
In 
the direct examination he claimed a 
complete ignorance of the process of 
wine-making. 
He stated that he was 
not a practical man on the subject either 
by training or research and disclaimed 
to even know the object of the fortifying 
tank in the wine-room. His testimony 
was a complete disavowal of any cogni­ 
zance of crookedness, and such was the 
status of things when, on the opening of 
the afternoon session, United States 
District Attorney Denis commenced his 
cross-examination on 
behalf 
of 
the 
Government. 
Mr. Yonng having acknowledged that 
he was the Secretary for tbe Fruitvale 
Company, doing business at Fresno, and 
other routine m atters, the prosecutory 
evidence proper began when Mr. Denis 
picked np from his desk a mass of corre­ 
spondence and asked the witness, "Did 
yon, on January 21,1886, write to Mr¿ E. 
W. Hilgard, Professor of the University 
of California, on the subject of the wines 
made by the com pany?” 
“ I object,” shouted Attorney Grady, 
before tbe witness bad tim e to answer, 
and, continuing, tbe defendant’s repre­ 
sentative stated that aDy each letter 
would be inadmis8able as evidence, on 
account of its being simply the decla­ 
ration of the third party. 
A long 
argum ent followed, during which Mr. 
Denis said that his object in producing 
the letters was to show that the defend­ 
ant was cognizant of the fortifying of 
wines and not so ignorant of the process 
and technicalities of winemaking as he 
was posing by reason of bis evidence. 
The Court ruled in favor of Mr. Denis, 
whereupon objections came thick and 
fast from defendant’s counsellors, one of 
whom said th at if a letter were written 
to John Jones by Wm. Smith saying: 
"D earJones—la m very sorry that you 
committed the m urder last week,” it 
could not be held as evidence against 
Jones for murder, or otherwise it would 
be easy enough to get convictions against 
any individual 
by such a methods 
Further objections were 
also 
made 
to 
receiving 
the 
letter 
on 
the 
grounds that the defendant, could not, 
as Secretary, be responsible for the acta 
done in the name of the corporation, and 
ulso because there was nothing to prove 
that the letter offered had been written 
by Professor Hilgard. 
All of the objections were ruled down 
by Jndj/e R ss, who stated that he would 
first look over the letter and see th at it 
did not contain m atter beyond thut at­ 
tributed to it by Mr. Denis, and this 
mode of procedure was then billowed. 
After examining the document the Coart 
held that it could be introduced as evi­ 
dence and it was accordingly read to (he 
jury amid further protestations on the 
part 
of 
the 
defense. 
It 
proved 
to 
be 
an 
advisory 
letter regard­ 
ing the 
best 
modes of 
perfecting 
wines, and also containing matters rela­ 
tive to the most approved forms of con­ 
ducting the business. Laying it aside 
Mr. Davis picked up another epistle from 
the pile before him and asked the defen­ 
dant if he recognised the document, Mr. 
Young inclining bis head in affirmative 
reply. 
Counsel for the defense jumped op 
again with the same objections as before, 
but they were ruled out iu a like mauner 
and tbe same programme was enacted as 
before. 
It was from Messrs. Lachman 
& Jacobi, commission roen of San Fran­ 
cisco, anil related to a deal between the 
Fruitvale company and that establish­ 
ment. 
The production ef a third letter was 
met with more vigorous objections than 
before on the part of the defense. 
They 
said that in order to make the letters ad­ 
m issive, what had passed on both sides 
must be produced and tbe correspond­ 
ence thus blended together. 
Mr. Denis said that he had no way of 
getting the letters written by Mr. Youog, 
and the court, in reviewing the appeal, 
said that tbe correspondence was a cir­ 
cumstance and should be put with tbe 
facts and ciroamstances of the case 
W hat tbe proeecntion wishes to dis­ 
cover,” said Judge Ross,, "is whether 
the returns ape false, and-if so, did the 
defendant know them to be false when 
he sent them to the government, and 
therefore all the circumetancee m ust be 
admitted. ** 
Defendant's attorney stated th a t he 
wished to enter his objections to every 
letter that might be vead, and the court 
so directed the official reporter. 
Mr. Denis then proceeded to dissect the 
epistles, first getting the defendant to 
identify them and then reading them to 
the jnry. 
They were mostly communi­ 
cations from Messrs. Lachman A Ja­ 
cobi, relative to a shipm ent of 16,500 
gallons of wine which had been pur­ 
chased from tb e Fruitvale Company for 
37}¿ cents a gallon. The documents 
ranged in date from December, 1885, to 
September, 1807, and toward the close 
were mostly complaints as to there not 
>>eing enough saccharine in the wine and 
also that the percentage of alcohol was 
insufficient, being, at some times, only 
17, and, therefore, leaving the wine liable 
to sour. Tbe company evidently did a 
good business, as "Enclosed find check 
for f2,0(k>,” "Enclosed find usual remit- 
ance,” often occurred during the read­ 
ing. 
Mr. Denis started iu to read the 
whole pile, but abandoned Ibis idea Later 


—, owing to the enorm ous am ount of 
time it would consume- H e contented 
himself, therefore, with' selecting thw 
most im portant ones, wbi-Tli, after being 
read, were handed in and filed as evV' 
dence. 
A few minutes before 4 o'clock tho- 
Court amtonnced its intention of ad­ 
journing, whereupon Mr. Grady asked 
that the examination of the defendant 
be concluded that evening, ao ho (Mr. 
Grady) had- to return to Fresno-tbo next 
Aiy . 
M r. Denis stated that it would bo im­ 
possible to conclude tbe esse within tho 
next twenty-four hours, but in order to 
give an opportunity of winding it »p if 
possible, the Court announced th a t tbe 
proceedings would 
commence earlier 
than usual 
the next morning, 
and 
directed the jury to be in attendance a t 
10 A. M. 
Adjournment was thereupon taken, 
and after the Court bad arisen, Mr. 
Young, who is under $5,000 bonds, left 
the room in company with his wife and» 
friends.

Mayor Bryson presented the following 
message: 
G*MTI3M«K—Yoa will remember that in my 
flnt m eu i(« to yomr honorable body I ta n g ly 
urged upon you the necessity of providing an 
outlet for the sewage of the city, disposing of 
It to the best advantage As the new Charter is 
mow in force, and the next Connell does not 
oonvene for a month, or more yet. I would 
suggest that you take immediate steps to begin 
the work for providing ior the disposal of the 
city’s sewage, by whatever 
good system, you, in your wisdom, adjudge 
best for the needs of our city. There being at 
this time of the year always a otnuber oi idle 
laboring men in the city who could be readily 
employed on the work, It would be a matter of 
a comparatively short period to complete it 
end give the city relief. I therefore beg of von 
to give this matter your earnest and immediate 
attention. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the message be 
received and filed as it would require an 
election to issue bonds for the building 
of the same, and this could not be done 
• t the present time. Carried. 
The reports of the various officers were 
referred to the Finance Committee. 
The Street Superintendent reported 
that he had refused to sign the contract 
for the grading of First street Decause 
the cost would amount to more than half 
the assessed value of the property. 
Dr. Bryant introduced a resolution 
whereby the city would be bound to pay 
the difference,amounting to about $1,000.

Mr. Cohn said that two houses were 
being built in Elysian Park by equatters.

Mr. McNally reported that the archi­ 
tects appointed to examine the new City 
Hall were not ready to report yet.

At this point delegate Fehnem an tried 
to get a resolution before the Convention 
regardless of the order of proceedings 
provided 
therefor. 
Mr. Fehnem an’s 
attem pt waa abortive. 
It was then declared in order for each 
of the 135 delegates on the floor to pay 
the assessm ent of 50 cents a head to de­ 
fray expenses. 
J im M eredith and W. 8. Moore were 
appointed to receive the contributions, 
Then came the serious work of the 
Convention, when Chairman Lindley 
announced that nominations for Mayor 
were in order. 
G, M. Holton, obtained the floor and 
said : 
1 arise to place in nomination for the 
im portant office of Mayor a gentleman 
whose life forms a part of the history of 
this city. 
He was raised from boyhood 
here, and he has filled many positions of 
responsibility in the city, and has repre­ 
sented you in the Legislature of ihe 
State. 
He has filled all the offices to 
which he has been called with perfect 
satisfaction. 
He is known from one end 
of this city to the other. H e has a 
friendly grasp and a good word for the 
poorest as for the richest he may meet. 
I name Hon. H enry T. H azard.” 
The mention of blonde H arry’s name 
created a scene of wild uproar. 
The 
delegates, the lobby and the gallery vied 
in making themselves hoarse with cheer­ 
ing. 
Barney Levy was so carried away by 
this demonstration that he moved to in­ 
continently close the nominations aud 
declare Henry the choice of the Conven­ 
tion by acclamation. 
R. B. Carpenter viewed this move with 
as much alarm as if it were a purely 
Democratic proposition. 
W ith a dark 
scowl on his brow and fire in his eye, he 
rose and faced the Convention. 
Major 
Furrey joined in the dem and for the 
closing of the li-ta. 
H azard’s henchmen 
all over the hall raised wild cries for the 
question. 
Carpenter roared above the 
d in : 
You had better not cry question here. 
I will not yield my ground for any man. 
Remember, the people will have to 
ratify your action at the polls. You had 
better’proceed deliberately. 
I am not 
here to detract from anything that may 
be Baid in behalf of any geuilm an.” 
H ere a voice in the gallery howled 
out, “ Hazard is the only mun who can 
win.” 
The im perturbable lawyer replied: 
That is all right. 
We will try, how­ 
ever, to get along here without any help 
from the gallery. It won’t work with 
me. I am here to perform a duty. I ini 
tend to perform it. Of the three men 
generally n.tmed for this office, Hazard, 
Mansfield and Fitzgerald, I will say they 
are all good Republicans, all honest, and 
any one of them will do credit to the 
city. I am a friend of each of them . It 
is all a question of availability. If we 
think we have nothing to do Dut 
to hurrah 
aad 
shout, 
we 
make 
a great m istake. I will give you a man 
with whom we can win. 
He is Hon. W. 
F. Fitzgerald. 
He was a Southern Re- 
C 
ublican. 
He dared the whole South to 
e a Republican. 
He came out of it a 
sound Republican. 
Ho went to Arizona, 
where he filled the office of Federal 
Judge, and filled it perfectly.

with a much less police force, the war­ 
rants drawn 
against the cash fund 
amounted to $15,113.72. 
In April of 
that year they amounted to 
$24,743 
while in October they footed up the enor­ 
mous total of $54,361.34. The present city 
adm inistration has been quite economical 
and careful of the people’s money. 
It 
has com mitted mistakes, perhaps, but 
its intentions were good. 
It has done 
nothing to w arrant the 
unmeasured 
arraignm ent of the Time»—an arraign­ 
m ent founded on false prem ises, leading 
naturally to false conclusions.

17.—In the 
Senate to-day, Mr. Vest moved to recon­ 
sider the vote by which tho conference 
report on the Direct Tax bill was agreed 
to Saturday, and said the object was to 
give a reason for opposing the bill. After 
discussion, the m atter went over and a 
message was sent to the House request­ 
ing the return of the bill. 
In connection 
with a vote of thanks to tbe people of 
Michigan for presentation of a statue of 
Lewis Cas6, Mr. Palm er delivered an 
eulogy on that statesman. 
Chandler and Morgan followed Morrill 
in biief rem arks. 
On motion of 8tock- 
bridge the motion was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Cullom, from the Comm ittee on Terri­ 
tories, reported buck the House bill to 
organize the Territory of Oklahom a, and 
it was placed on the calendar by Cullom 
giving notice that he would call it up for 
action as soon as possible. 
Butler, a 
m ember of that committee, presented a 
substitute, as representing the views of 
the minority. Platt, another member, 
said he did not agree with the majority 
of the committee, but wonld support the 
resolution presented by Butler. Sherman 
gave notice that he would, to-morrow, 
move to proceed to the consideration and 
disposition of the conference report of 
the Direct Tax bill. Frye asked the pre­ 
siding officer w hat was the position of the 
Union Pacific Funding bill, and was told 
that the vote to take up the pending reso­ 
lution, reported from the Committee on 
Privileges and Flections, had been dis­ 
placed from its order before the Senate. 
Hoar said he was quite sure every 
member of the Committee ou Privileges 
and Flections will be willing (the Senator 
from Maine having been absent on ac­ 
count of domestic affliction) to have his 
bill restored to all its rights and that it 
shall lose nothing whatever by the elec­ 
tions resolution having been taken up. 
Frye then said there would be a meeting 
of the Pacific Railway committee to-mor­ 
row. 
It would ihen bo determined 
w hether or not he will ask for the restor­ 
ation of the funding bill to its place. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the Texas outrages resolution and 
Coke began his fourth day’s argum ent 
against it. 
He declared be had no ex­ 
cuse or palliation or justification for the 
raiding of ballot boxes in Washington 
county, but he did not condemn it more 
strongly or regret it more sincerely than 
did the people of that county, and he did 
not say the ballot boxes were raided in 
every section of the United States, but he 
did say that bribery, bold and unblush­ 
ing, did prev.il in every section of the 
country except in the South, where they 
did not have any money to bay each 
other w ith; and yet he heard of no Con­ 
gressional investigation into the bribery 
in the last election. Seventy indictments, 
he was told, had been found in Indiana 
for bribery, nine-tenths of those indicted 
being Republicans; but no Senator had 
riten and asked for an investigation 
there. Coke referred to the alleged use 
of millions of dollars in Indiana, New 
York and Rhode Island at last election. 
W ho would charge the people of any of 
those States with complicity in those 
crimes? And why should the people 
of Texas and of the whole Soath be held 
responsible for a single abuse in a single 
county. In the South there was more 
muscle than monev, and there was no 
bribery there; while in the North there 
was more money than mnscle, and there 
was no violence there. 
It was fores in 
the South, it was fraud and bribery in 
North. 
Of the two crimes bribery was 
tbe most dangerous and difficult to pro­ 
vide against. 
As to 
haugiug three 
negroes at Brenham, Coke declared it 
had been the work of an irresponsible 
mob. The race question could not be 
settled by statute. 
Tho people of tho 
South 
should 
be 
let 
alone. 
If 
they had to 
say 
how 
the 
race 
question was to be settled he would 
repeat what 
the Senator from Ohio 
(Sherman) was represented in the news­ 
papers, a few days ago, to have said, and 
that was, to let the people of each State 
attend to the m atter themselves. Ii the 
people of the South were let alone, if no 
aid and comfort were given to the agita­ 
tors who disturbed the public peace in 
that section, the race question would be 
settled quicker than was supposed. 
At the conclusion of Coke’s speech the 
resolution was laid aside, and Allison, 
from the Committee on Appropriations, 
reported back the Sundry Civil Appro­ 
priation bill with am endments, and gave 
notice that he would call it np to-mor­ 
row. 
The House bill to provide for taking tho 
eleventh and subsequent census was 
passed, and the Senate adjourned.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 18.—In the 
House, Dunn, of Arkansas, from the 
Committee on M erchant Marine and 
Fisheries, called up the bill to provide 
for the better protection of the seal and 
salmon fisheries in Alaska. 
After discussion, the bill was re-com­ 
mitted, with instructions to report it 
back with an am endm ent reducing from 
twenty to ten years tbe term of the lease 
of seal fisheries, and authorizing any 
person to bring suit against lessees to re­ 
cover $10,000 for every seal taken in ex­ 
cess of tbe num ber fixed by law. 
Crisp then called up the Sullivan- 
Felton California election case. 
M cKenna of 
California raised the 
question of consideration. On a rising 
vote the Republicans outvoted the Dem­ 
ocrats 78 to 74, and yeas and nays were 
ordered. Then the body of the Repub­ 
licans refrained from voting and left the 
Honse without a quorum. The vote 
upon taking np the election case stand­ 
ing yeas 130, nays 12, a call of tbe Honse 
was ordered.

The defendants in thiB 
case located Sioux scrip upon unsurveyed 
public land as attorneys-in-fact for In ­ 
dians, and, under the same power of at­ 
torney. m ale the improvements 
re­ 
quired by law. The protostants main­ 
tained that tbe locations made were 
invalid ami illegal on 
the 
ground 
that 
it 
was 
not 
shown 
that 
the 
improvements 
were 
made for 
the benefit of the Indians, as required by 
law. The Secretary in his decision sus­ 
tains tho protestnnts and holdB th at the 
locations, as made, were in effect the re­ 
sult of the sale and transfer of scrip 
which is in direct violation of tbe law. 
It is said at the Interior D epartm ent that 
the decision will affect the titles to large 
quantities 
of land lying immediately 
adjacent to towns on the Northern Pacific 
Railway in M ontana, M innesota and 
Dakota upon which scrip of tho char­ 
acter described lias been located and the 
lands sold as town lots.

You can find as m any reasons for 
removing me as the Democratic party, 
through an indifference which was simply 
retaliatory, had for removing you.

The Judge proceeds to give his under­ 
standing of the Civil Service law, and 
continues:

prove it untrue. In my interview with 
you befoie my removal you expressly 
disclaimed having any reason for it ex­ 
cept my refusal to resign to enable you 
to make Mr. Thompson’s nomination. 
‘Removed’ is a word of far-reaching 
potency, especially when the record doe9 
not

only do I address you. 
I cannot, like

This is the first time in the history of 
this Government th at an outgoing Presi­ 
dent has found it necessary to advertise 
through the newspapers his particular 
work (luring his term of office, and his 
claims upon his party and country for 
approval. Between the lines can be read 
a special plea for re-election. 
“ I can point to another removal than 
mine, beyond parallel, which is to go 
down through history when I shall be 
forgotten. 
Before I do so, let me refer 
to a proof of your ignorance of public 
opinion, and not of your indifference to 
it—to w hat you say in the Sun article of 
Mr. Burns, of Missouri, as one not 
guilty of the annoyance to which you 
were subjected by country members of 
Congress introducing to you their con­ 
stituents, because he always presented 
his constituents at the public recep­ 
tions. If Mr. Burns were living he 
could tell you another reason which he 
often told to others, that he had been 
rudely treated by you and bad no respect 
for you personally, and ascribed tbe 
defeat of the Democratic party to vour 
ignorance of it. 
“ It was necessary you should make 
some such explanation for your attack 
upon ‘ way hack ’ members, but you 
were unfortunate in the selection of yonr 
witness, who was one of the ablest and 
noblest legislators in Congress. I was 
on the floor of the House of R epresenta­ 
tives during the tim e the votes of the 
electoral college were counted and heard 
the announcement of the result that 
Benjamin Harrison was duly elected 
President of the United States, but the 
words that burned deep through the 
empty boxes of the adm inistration could 
not be officially added, though Known to 
be true, “ in place of Grover Cleveland 
rem oved." By whom and for w hat cause 
removed? The answer is now being 
made iu every home, in every business 
house in the land, and history will in­ 
scribe it upon all its records." 
Judge Edgerton attributes Cleveland’s 
defeat to his disregard of tbe opinion and 
advice of the most em inent m en of his 
party and to his political ingratitude, 
and continues as follows: “ In the state­ 
ment of yonr public acta, as printed in 
the Sun article referred to, is this decla­ 
ration: ‘When Mr. Cleveland came into 
office he fonnd the departm ents filled 
with incompetents who had found per­ 
manent lodgment there through favor- 


itism, etc.’ How can yon say you 
found the departm ents filled w ith in­ 
competents, and yet retained them all 
in office during your adm inistration? 
There is a mistake somewhere. Did 
you not know, Mr. President, th a t nearly 
three-fourths of all the persons now in 
office in the departm ental service were 
there in 1885? You will soon have no 
power of removal, and the places they 
hold will not be subject to your ‘clearing 
out’ efforts. 
You have shut you eyes to 
the fact th at these clerks have been

in 
aiding 
in 
your ‘clearing 
out,’ 
and 
the 
poor Civil Service eligible» still have 
the 
wide scops 
you 
have secured 
for them on the outside, while the in­ 
competents are rejoicing within. 
You 
do not understand the Civil Service law, 
Mr. President. 
Its exam inations are not 
made for those inside, but for those out­ 
side. 
Your theory of inaction would de­ 
feat the law. 
You have not dared to 
weed out the incom petent.” 
Judge Edgerton 
concluded with a 
criticism of the conduct of one of the 
other Commissioners without mentioning 
his name.

George K irby, the leader of the gang 
of highwaym en captured last November, 
made his final appearance in court yes­ 
terday, closing Lis career in Tais Angeles 
w ith a very entertaining episode. Kirby, 
it will be rem embered, was tho old man 
who planned the jobberies w hich were 
executed by the throe youths th at he 
was educating to ways that are dark.. 
One after another the different mem bers 
of the gang confessed and were sen­ 
tenced; K iiby last of all 
Germain, 
who waB the youngest and, seemingly, 
the most 
innocont, got the lightest 
sentence—six years at San Quentin. As 
a m atter of fact, he was one of the worst 
of the lot. 
Even old Kirby has at last 
shown himself “ whiter” than he. 
There were 
in all seven 
charges 
against Kirby and German, as they had 
done several jobs in which the others 
took no hand. Kirby got a sentence of 
eighteen years. This, to a m an of his 
years, was the same as a life term , and 
before going North he decided to make a 
clean breast of his sins, and to help a fel­ 
low being out of a scrape. 
The fellow beiDg was M at Sullivan, 
who was arrested last October for the 
robbing of two Chinam en. The C hina­ 
m en were riding along San Pedro Btreet 
in a wagon, and were stopped and held 
up by a couple of m en wearing masks 
upon the lower port of their faces. The 
m atter was reported to the police, who 
began to hunt for a m an fitting the de­ 
scription which the Chinamen gave. M at 
Sullivan appeared to be the desired cul­ 
prit, and was arrested and thrown into 
the County Jail. 
Tbe case came on for trial last m onth, 
and Sollivan was found guilty on t i e 
29th. Tbe Chinam an testified th a t he 
was the m an, and dem onstrated it by 
certain m arks on his face. 
Sullivan was 
not provided with any satisfactory alibi, 
and the case went against him . 
On the first of February Sullivan came 
up for sentence, and was ordered to Fol­ 
som for three years. 
He had protested 
his innocence from the first with great 
vigor, and after the rentence stuck to it 
whon there appeared to be nothing to 
gain by his persistence. 
Yesterday Kirby was brought to the 
Superior Court in obedience to hia re­ 
quest coupled wkb tbe statem ent that he 
had some im portant information to con­ 
vey. 
He then declared to the court that 
he and Germain had committed tbe rob­ 
bery of the Chinam en, and tbat Sullivan 
had nothing whatever to do with it.

H a r tfo rd, Conn., February 18,—Just 
before daylight this morning the city 
was startled by the sound of a monster 
explosion, and immediately persons in 
that section near the Capitol were 
further startled by the sound of crashing 
walls and falling timbers, mingled with 
the screams of women and the 
shouts of men, coming from the 
vicinity of High and Allyn streets, 
which had been the site of the Park 
Central hotel. Those who hurried to 
the spot found a huge pile of stone and 
brick and splintered timbers, from which 
white clouds of steam arose up, streaked 
and blackened by wreaths of smoke that 
rapidly grew more dense. Then tongues 
of flame leaped out here and there, grad­ 
ually growing stronger, until the ruin 
was a roaring heap of fire. CrioB and 
moans came from the pile which made 
the

BYSTANDERS SICK WITH HORROR 
The fire department was soon on the 
scene and many streams of water were 
directed upon the flames. As daylight 
came on the helpers at the ruins could 
see behind it the annex to the building 
in which were the house servants of the 
hotel, and which was spared. A portion 
of the tiers of rooms at the rear qf the 
main building had remained standing, 
hut the partitions were torn away and 
the rooms opened to the air. The floors 
of many of them bad partly given way 
and tumbled the occupants and furniture 
upon the confused ruins below. The 
frightened employees weie safely taken 
from the annex by ladders. 
THE KIKE MASTERED. 
Finally the flames were mastered by 
the firemen and sank down from sight 
within the ruins, where the water yet 
hissed and steamed among the hot 
stones and bricks. As soon as the ruins 
were sufficiently cooled hundreds of 
willing hands Eet about the herculean 
task of removing the immense heap of 
masonry, and the enormous throng, 
which, by this time, had gath­ 
ered, 
waited 
and 
watched 
with 
breathless suspenee. The first person 
rescued was George Gaines, a colored 
porter, who died soon after being taken 
out. 
Helen Leport, Jenny Decker and 
Jacob B. Turpin were taken out and 
found to be only slightly injured. Rachel 
Graner jumped from a window, breaking 
her leg. 
At 
9 
o’clock 
Harris 
StifHe, a traveler from Philadelphia, 
was rescued from beneath a mass of 
timbers, with hut slight injuries. Near 
him was found the dead body of Dwight 
H. Buell, who had evidently been suffo­ 
cated. By this time the crowd of spec- 
tatois had iüCi'óáSóu to such proportions 
as to greatly impede the work of the 
rescuers. Accordingly the militia was 
ordered out to aid the police, and ren­ 
dered excellent service during the day 
and night in keeping the crowd wit in 
bounds. 
ANXIOUS FRIENDS INQUIRING. 
By noon to-day telegrams of anxious 
inquiry were pouring in from every part 
of the country, and friends of those sup­ 
posed to be in the ruins were arriving on 
every train, together with an immense 
crowd of carious people from the sur­ 
rounding towns. The lower floor of a 
large wool warehouse was made a tem­ 
porary morgne. 
The bodies were 
taken there 
as fast as recovered 
and an opportunity offered for identi­ 
fication by friendB. Those not identified 
were taken in charge by the csty. The 
injured were promptly sent to the hos­ 
pital. The recovery of the bodies was 
slow, owing to the immense accumula­ 
tion of debris, but at nearly regular in­ 
tervals one or two bodies were found 
during the afternoon. They were recov­ 
ered in the order of the list given. 
This catastrophe was devoid of the har­ 
rowing details, hair-breadth escapes and 
thrilling rescues, attending an uncon­ 
trolled conflagration. One terrible crash, 
smoke, flames, quick rushing streams of 
water, and all was over. For this reason 
the disaster simply overwhelms. The 
magnitude of the calamity cannot be re­ 
alized. 
In fact its extent Is not 
yet known. The register of the hotel 
has not yet been found and Mr. Perry, 
the night clerk, is buried in the ruins; 
but from the best estimates that can he 
obtained from the landlord and others, 
it is probable that there were not far 
from fifty people in the hotel proper. 
Of these, perhaps, five may have es­ 
caped uninjured amid the confusion of 
the early morning hours, which would 
leave forty-five unaccounted for. 
Ten 
are in the hospital and, up to writing 
(midnight), sixteen dead bodies have 
been taken from the ruins, leaving nine­ 
teen still missing. 
But there may be 
more than this. 
Tho cause of the disaster was undoubt­ 
edly the explosion of the boiler in the 
basement. No engineer was on duty at 
the time, the custom being for the night 
tmgineer to bank his fires and go to bed. 
He does not sleep in the hotel. This 
engineer, Alexander Thuer, was arrested 
this afternoon on an indictment for man­ 
slaughter. It has been conjectured that 
Gaines, the colored porter, may have 
started the pumps, throwing cold water 
into the overheated boiler and thus caus­ 
ing the explosion, but this is only con­ 
jecture, and Gaines is dead. 
The force of the explosion was terrific. 
All the people in that part of the city 
were awakened by the shock. Huge 
stones were shattered and iron pipes 
bent and twisted. The windows in ad­ 
joining buildings and across the street 
were demolished and panes of glass were 
smashed two blocks away. It is be­ 
lieved to-night that Mrs.’ Weeson, of 
Bpringfield, was in the hotel with her 
five children and a servant. She has 
not been seen. If this proves true, the 
aggregate loss of life would be raised by 
the addition of these seven victims. 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 
The experiences of the survivors were 
remarkable, and their escapes marvelous 
Walter M. Gay occupied a room adjoin­ 
ing landlord Ketchum’s. When he 
awoke he found the bed sinking with 
him. When it became stationary he 
found himself pinned down by the ceil­ 
ing and timbers in such a manner that 
he was unable to move. He soon heard 
the voices of Mr. and Mrs. Ketchum 
and conversed with them concerning the 
chances of escape. 
Before they were 
rescued the water poured into the ruins 
by the firemen had nearly covered his 
face.

She claims that she met Ray some time 
ago, and since then has traveled over 
the country with him, visitiDg San 
Francisco among other places. She claims 
that no improper relations have existed 
between them at any time. The man, 
A. Von Rhein, from whom she received 
a letter Saturday night, just before Ray 
shot himself, she claims is a mutual 
friend. Both she and the deceased Ray 
and Von Rhein have had large business 
relations and have always" been great 
personal friends. Jealousy of the latter, 
she says, had nothing to do with the 
deed.

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1 HOTEL HORROR. 


The Explosion of a Boiler 
Lays it in Rnins. 


MANY OF THE GUESTS KILLED 


T errible Scenes W hile the Victims 
Were Being One Out of the 
Burning Debris.

H 
a r t f o r d , Ccnn., February 1 8 .— The 
boiler of the Park C entral Hotel blew 
up at 5 o’clock this morning, wrecking 
the entire front of the Btructure, which 
was a five-atory brick building. The 
entire fire departm ent and police re­ 
serves were summoned. The ruins took 
fire and the work of the firemen was 
greatly impeded by the dense flames, 
smoke and steam. The loss of life is 
estim ated at from forty to seventy, but 
may be lees. 
H a r t f o r d , Conn., February 1 8 .— The 
main portion of the Park Central Hotel, 
facing on High and Allen etreets, fell 
th is morning at 5 o’clock, burying in the 
rains at least fifty people. 
The accident 
is supposed to h ave resulted from the 
explosion of boilers in th e basement, 
from the havoc created in adjoining 
buildings. Every window in the Earl 
Houee, across Allen street, was broken 
and the walls smashed in many places. 
The noise of the fall aroused the whole 
city. 
A TBKRIBI.K SCENE. 
In a few minutes a large crowd was on 
the scene. It was a eight of horror. 
Flam es completely enveloped the ruins 
and the shrieks of the wounded and dy­ 
ing rose above the hoarse noteB of the 
firemen and the police. 
Following is a 
partial list of those believed to be in the 
ru in s: 
Louis H. Bronson and wife, Mr. 
Galody, editor of the German Herald; 
Andrew F. Whiting and wife, Dwight G. 
Buell, jeweler; 
Wellington Ketchum, 
proprietor of the hotel, wife and son 
Eddie and his brother George, Rev. Dr. 
Perrin and wife, Secretary of the Con­ 
gregational Tract Society; W . Tillotson, 
a commercial traveler, Mr. Stifile, safe 
agent; William Seymour and William 
Skinner, employed in the boiler room ; 
Eddie Boyle, employed in the hotel; 
Charles M. W ebster, insurance agent; 
Mr. 
Pond, of 
Indiana, 
Democratic 
speaker. 
The loss of life is believed to 
be less than fifty, but cannot be Btated 
definitely, as the night clerk is among 
the missing and the books are destroyed. 
Nearly all the help employed in the 
hotel were saved. They occupied sleep­ 
ing apartments in the annex, which was 
only partially wrecked by the explosion. 
Some forced their way out them selves; 
others were helped out. 
The entire 
m ain section of the hotel is gone, only a 
pile of brick and timber remaining. 
HORROR ON IIORROH. 
The scene» about the ruins are hor­ 
rible. In the center of the spot where 
the building stood were am an , his wife 
and little girl. No help could get to 
them , anc they finally fell back into the 
flames and perished in plain sight of the 
spectators. The child cried for help, but 
the man and woman uttered no sound. 
Embraced in each other’s arm s, they met 
death bravely. The shriekB of another 
woman caueed the blood of the spectat­ 
ors to turn cold, as they saw a young 
lady lying with her body half across a 
beam, a look of agony on her face. 
Finally the tupport fell and she dropped 
oat of sight, 
SPECIAL ALABAIS TURNED IN. 
1 0 a . m .— The special alarm s have just 
been rung in for assistance at the rains, 
which is supposed to mean a summons 
for a rescuing party. 
One more person 
has been taken from the ruins in a dying 
condition. 
Tne Park Central Hotel was 
situated at the corner of Allen and High 
streets, about one block from the Union 
depot, and was principally patronized by 
commercial men and theatrical troupes 
The special call sent in at 10 a . m . was 
for a company of State m ilitia for the 
purpose of aiding in the reEcue, and to 
form a cordon 
around the standing 
walls, which look very threatening. 
The force of the explosion threw a bed 
W th a sleeping woman upon it far into 
the street. 
TnE VICTIMS REACHED- 
By 9 a . m. the flames were so far sub- 
■duced that the rescuers were able to get 
at some of the victims. 
Some were 
pinned beneath the heavy tim bers upon 
which rested masses of masonry, render­ 
ing the work of rescue extremely hazard­ 
ous. The report that members of the 
Hoodman 
Blind Theatrical Company 
were in the hotel is denied. The bodies 
of Dwight Baell, Louis Bronson, wife 
and child, were taken Gut at 10 o’clock. 
Harry S. Stifile, a commercial traveler, 
was rescued 
severely 
bruised. 
The 
house had accommodations for 100 per­ 
sons, and as guests were turned away 
«very Saturday night it is believed the 
hotel was full. It is believed that at leai-t 
eighty people were in the building at the 
time, of which about twenty, mostly 
servants, escaped. 
Six persons have 
been taken to the hospital.
